War On Poverty? It 


The federal government has 
once again shown us where its 
priorities lie. While top priority 
(i.e. profitable for business) 
government spending like 
“defense”’ is being increased, the 
low priority (low profit) 
people-oriented programs under 
the Office of Economic 
Opporunity have been cut 

Many Sacramentans will be 
hurt by the cuts. The poor, as 
always, will be the most harshly 
affected, with most of the 
presently inadequate services 
provided to them through the 
State Department of Social 
Welfare (with federal funding) 
being eliminated. 

Working and middle class 
people, employed in the various 
O.E.O. programs, will be 
affected as 27 people have 
already been laid off from the 
O.E.0O. sponsored Sacramento 
Area Economic Opportunity 
Council agencies. 


Agency personnel are only a 
part of the people who will lose 
their jobs as a result of the cuts. 
Others include: 

Constructions workers who 
would have been hired to build 
new housing projects, a new 
350-bed teaching hospital for 
the U.C.D. medical school, new 
sewage treatment plants and new 
storm drainage systems for 
Sacramento will not be hired. 

People who would have been 


hired to do the much needed 
renovation work on the Los 
Rios, River Oaks, and New 
Helvetia housing projects will 
not now have work

personnel employed in the 
administration of Social 
Department of Sociai Welfare

Housing Neighborhood 
Development Programs 
Construction of low 
housing for low income and 
elderly people will come to a 
standstill. Programs underway 
will be stopped. The cuts are 
800 units of housing for senior 
citizens authorized by the voters 
in 1971 (costing at least $4 
million to build), modernization 
of the more than | ,000 units in 
the Dos Rios, New Helvetia, and 
River Oaks projects (costing 
about $1 million). 

Education - Besides the Head 
Start programs the cuts would 
close down all the city’s day care 
facilities. The California 
legislature and Ronald Reagan 
himself has supported and 
passed a bill that will cover the 
day care budget until July. 
Chances are pretty good that 
funding will be available for the 
1973-74 fiscal year. 

The reasoning behind this is 
not a basic feeling for the needs 
of women and children. The 
reason is that Reagan, Moretti, 
and their foliowers realize that 
many of the families who use 
the low-cost day care facilities 
would be forced onto the AFDC 
rools without the day care 
program. Alternative child care 
cost from $100 to $300 and up

make would force ‘them to get 
financial assistance to survive. 
Fourteen of the 16 
Sacramento county school 
districts now receive more than 
$5 million in federal aid to 
partially compensate for the 
large number of students coming 
from military bases. (The bases 


pay no property taxes to 
support the schools.) 
Welfare - OEO funding cuts 


from welfare recipients are the 
deadliest cuts of all. The new 
provisions restrict eligibility for 
services and change mandatory 
services to optional services. 

The proposed regulations 
severely limit the people who 
can receive public social services. 
They are now basically limited 
to current recipients. 

Most of the services have been 
changed from mandatory to 
optional. This allows (in their 
line of thinking) the federal 
government to get away from 
the responsibility of the cuts 
because they “allow” the states 
to pick up the services. The

possibility of the state 
government led by Ronald 
Reagan picking up the program 
funding is small indeed.

if | told you that it appeared 
that CSUS was going to dump 
Ms. Bargyla Rateaver’s organic 
gardening class, what would 
your initial reaction be? Many of 
you would probably say ,““What 
organic gardening class?”’

teach here, she found the fence 
too short and the’ water 
non-existent.

Other colleges have said that 
Ms. Rateaver’s course is 
unacceptable because it lack 
academic content. She does not 
feel that her students should 
have to have a background in 
horticu ture or botany in order 
to take a course in organic 
gardening. 

“It’s O.K. for the back yard, 
but it is not good for farming,” 
she was told by the head of the 
Biology department at Sonoma 
State College. 

Students from San Francisco 
State asked Ms. Rateaver to help 
them set up an organic gardening 
course. Applying to San 
Francisco State, she found 
herself turned down repeatedly 

When she asked the head of 
the Environmental Biology 
department why she could not 
teach her course there, he 
answered,“‘It’s not relevant.” 

He pointed, as evidence. to a 
plot of land which had been 
given students for organic 
gardening. He said that the 
student had never done anything 


with it. Ms. Rateaver pointed

Placing one brick in the back 
of your toilet, in the tank, 
Sound strange? Not at all 
according to Lisa. “The purpose 
of putting the brick in the back 
of the toilet is so that it will 
displace water.” The weight of 
the brick is not as important as 
the mass volune. The brick 
equals approximately one quart 


(1) of Thus, when the 
tonet is flushed, the water in the

tank drops, then fills up to the 
same level as it did before, with 
one big difference. Because the 
brick is in the bottom of the 
tank now, less water is going 
into the tank. With the brick in 
position, one less quart of H20 is 
needed to fill the tank 

Lisa lives at College Town 
apartments.

You--You May Not Get 


VA Benefits 


by JIM WALUKONES 

Anyone who has served in the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States is considered a veteran, 
but only those who fulfill 
certain requirements are eligible 
for benefits and of those, some 
are entitled to more because 
they served during a war period. 

Those who served during a 
war period are eligible for the 
benefits even if they did not 
participate in battle. For 
instance, fo be eligible for 
Vietnam wartime benefits from 
the federal government, the 
veteran need not serve time in 
Vietnam. He should, however, 
aave been an active duty after 
August 5, 1964. 

General requirements for all 
benefits begin with an honorable 
clischarge. Benefits available 
zome under the headings of 
death gratuity, pay and 
allowances, accrued leave, grave 
aeadstone and marker, burial in 
a national cemetary, VA 
benefits, burial flag, civil service 
preference, Social Security, 
Reemployment. benefits, job 
counseling and placement. 

Normally, there are 
renefits | available for 
lishonorably discharged. 

Those who receive either an 
Undesirat® or Bad Conduct 
ischarge also do not receive 
benefits, but can have their 
records amended and become 
eligible. This is done through

records should be changed. 

Veterans who request a 
change may appear personally 
before the board and have 
Statements from reputable 
persons (other than relatives) 
attesting to good character 
behavior, and good standing in 
the community. 

Membership in organizations, 
groups, and statements from 
employers should also be 
submitted as evidence of good 
citizenship. This evidence will 
not in itself suppor’ the 
application for change bur will 
open a case for consideration. 

A local veterans service 
organization such as_ the 
American Legion or Veterans of 
Foreign Wars can help and 
should be consulted before 
application. 

If the claim to benefits is 
turned down by the VA it can 
be appealed and the service 
organization is also helpful in 
this area. 

If the active service was after 
January 31, 1955, to receive VA 
benefits, the veteran must also 
have served on active duty for at 
least 181 days or have received a 
discharge due to service injuries 
or sickness. 

The requirements for reserve 
duty are different, and covered 
under a separate program. 

Disabled veterans are eligible 
for even more benefits including 
compensation and special 
rehabilitation programs. These 
are available through both ,the 
state and federal governments 


Some benefits are avaiable 
for a set period during which 


they must be used or lost 
Educational assistance must be 
used within the eight years 


following discharge. Ninety days 
are allotted to apply to a former 
employer for reemployment 

A one-year limit is placed on 
filing for dental care and to 
receive unemployment 
compensation. 

GI loans can be had within a 
10 io 2U year period. There are 
no time limits on filing for 
compensation for injury or 
disease, however, the longer the 
time te more difficult to make a 
case because statements are 
sometimes required from fellow 
workers and medical officers 
with whom contact mig)it be 
difficult. There is also no time 
limit on obtaining VA hospital 
care or assistance in finding 
employment. 

Benefits and requirements are 
listed in the book Benefits for 
U.S. Veterans by Ray Cromley. 
It covers all general benefits, 
where to apply for them, and in 
some cases, how much to 
expect. Published in 1968, the 
book is outdated only in some 
of the amounts for GI 3ill which 
have gone up recently. 
Otherwise it 1s both informative 
and factual. It is available 
through most hookstores 
Information in each of the areas 
is also available through the local

Registrars in Every High School

“A deputy registrar in every 
high school.” 
That statement could very 


well be the slogan of a project 
being conducted in Professor Joe 
Serna’s Government 196 
this semester. The project has 
involved the originating and 
backing of a bill which would 
make it mandatory tor each high 
school in California to elect a 
student to — register other 
students in the schoo! to vote as 
they become 18 

Senator Mervyn Dymally 
from Los Angeles has agreet to 
author the bill. Members of 
Serna’s class have been lobbying 
various education groups, such 
as the California Teachers 
Association for support 

In order to gain support from 
various people and groups, the 
content of the original bill has 
undergone some changes. For 
example, the bill originally read 
that the deputy registrar would 
be a student elected from and by 
the students of each high school 


class 


Now the bill reads that a person 
deputy registrar 
who is appointed from the high 
schoo] district 

As Jerry Reynolds, a member 
of the class working for the bill's 
passage, pointed out, “The class 
had to sell out sonie ideals to 
get it into a form that would 
pass.” The changes, according to 
Reynolds, could possibly 
undermine the bill's original 
intent. If a body, such as the 
school board, has power over 
appointing anyone they choose 


will serve as 


to fill the office of Deputy 
Registrar, then students may 
lose out 


What would the implications 
of the deputy registrar bill be, if 
it passed? The government class, 


in a survey of high school 
students, found that almost 
three-fourths of these students 


are or will be 18 before they 
graduate 

In the Los Angeles Unified 
School district, the registration 
of 18-year-olds coula mean a 
difference of 27,500 votes. This 
large difference of votes that 
could be made possible by the 
bill is one important reason 
Reynolds felt the bill had to be 
mandated. Obviously, school 
officials would otherwise feel 
hesitant about putting into 
practice something that could 
easily change the outcome of a 
school board election 

Reynolds says that there is a 
good chance that Reagan would 
veto the bill if it passes. He says 
that Reagan is not too 
enthusiastic about 
bill which would bring more, 
and often Democratic, 
onto the scene

One specific case was 
mentioned in which the husband 
left the woman She. knew 
nothing of financial aids or 
where to go for assistance 
Forced to work at low paying, 
menial jobs, she was reduced to 
feeding herself and her children 
dog food to survive. Another 
case refered to a woman who 
moved to this country with her 
G.I. husband. She was made to 
believe by his relatives that it 
was law that she take care of his 
mother and invalid father 

The fourth Stephanie Tang 
Was a representative trom an 
Organization called the East 
Wind. Last summer this group 
maintained a youth program for 
the children of Asian American 
mothers who worked. it was run 
by volunteer workers, six days a 
week, ten hours a day. The 
mothers of the children also 
participated in the program, 
helping out when they had the 
time. 

The children went on several 
field trips and participated in 
play activities with each other. It 
was a learning experience for the 
children as well as a rewarding 
one for the volunteer workers. 
At present the organization is 
working to raise $1,000 for this 
summer's program.

Mobility may be one of the 
greatest assets this country has 
ever had. When the urge to travel 
hits us, most often we can 
simply jump into a car and go 
wherever our hearts desire 

There is one motor vehicle for 
every two people in the united 
States; in California, three for 
every five. In 1970 alone, 109 
million cars, trucks, and buses 
travelled 1 trillion miles on 4 
million miles of roads and 
highways in the U.S. 

But finally here in 1973, the 
oil industry is letting the public 
know that we just might be on 
the verge of an energy crisis (or 
that there will be one if the 
industry's demands aren't met) 
and that everyone can’t have all 
the fuel they need by just 
saying, “fill ‘er up!’’ Last week 
many independent gas stations 
had completely run out of fuel, 
while other corporations have 
been rationing their gas and 
allowing customers only 10 
gallons. At this point, fifty 
cents, or more, for a gallon of 
gas seems inevitable 

The newly-formed 
Sacramento Regional Transit 
District may have a solution to 
the problem for the consumer. A 
1972 report by the Federal 
Highway Administration showed 
that an automobile owner must 
pay from $944 to $1353 per

year (relative to the size of the 
car and number of miles driven) 
to maintain and operate an 
automobile. Thus, for every mile 
driven, the auto owner must pay 
between 9.4 and 13.5 cents 

This expense can be greatly 
reduced by taking advantage of 
Sacramento's Regional Transit 
(RT). For only 15. cents, 
students under 23 (25 cents if 
over 23) can use the 
“‘Love-a-fare”’ bus service. A 50 
cent Daily Pass allows a rider to 
use the service for the entire 
day. A monthly pass can be 
purchased for $10.00. 

RT provides two bus lines 
stopping at CSUS periodically 
during the day. Line No. 3 serves 
the areas of J Street, River ork, 
CSIS. College Greens and 


Glenbrook with buses arriving at 
the college every 10 minutes 
Line No. 9 runs a cross town
